3. The exact pages and line numbers where the errors occur in the application file 
are as follows: 

(a) page 1 (title page), item number (60) "Related U.S. Application Data" - 
Non-provisional application No. 09/513,554, filed February 25, 2000, was omitted from the 
paragraph. 
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(b) column 1, following the "Related Applications" heading - this paragraph 
reflects an incorrect claim of priority. 

4. On October 10, 2000, the patent application for the instant U.S. Patent was filed 
claiming priority as stated in the introductory paragraph of the specification to the following: 
U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/163,1 15, filed November 2, 1999, Serial No. 09/513,554, 
filed February 25, 2000, and U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/204,502, filed May 16, 2000. 

5. On December 1, 2000, a Filing Receipt was mailed containing incomplete 
information in the field entitled "Continuing Data as Claimed by Applicant." In particular, 
Serial No. 09/513,554 was omitted. 

6. On January 18, 2001, an attorney of record filed a "Completion of Filing 
Requirements - Nonprovisional Application" that included a corrected priority claim to Serial 
No. 09/513,554. A declaration under 37 CFR 1.63 was also timely submitted and executed by 
inventor Awele Ndili on January 2, 2001 . This inventor declaration again correctly reflected a 
claim of priority that included Serial No. 09/513,554. 

7. On November 4, 2004, an Amendment under 37 CFR 1.312 was filed after the 
Notice of Allowance requesting once again correction of the claim of priority to include a 
reference to Serial No. 09/513,554. (Attached) Based on discussions with the Examiner, it was 
apparent that PTO records still failed to correctly and completely state the claim of priority 
despite previous efforts. 

8. On June 29, 2005, a Response to Rule 312 Communication was mailed 
indicating that the Amendment filed on November 4, 2004 had been considered and entered.

9. On September 27, 2005, the instant U.S. Patent was issued with an incomplete 
claim of priority. Again reference to Serial No. 09/513,554 is missing from the front page field 
entitled "Related U.S. Application Data "
